For the citrus growers to fail to give

The proper time to pick and the 


proper time to market it is when it is 
neither too green nor too ripe. 


Never use boxes with sharp edges. 


Use picking boxes or packing boxes. 
Bruised fruit increases the per cent, 
of decay. We heard of a man who 
picked 150 boxes in a day (he wasn't a 
union man either,) but no man can 
pick that many for me, because no 
man can pick that many and do the 
work carefully. Better not pick at all 
than to throw fruit into the boxes. 


I like tall ladders that will reach 


above the trees, that have broad, com- 
fortable steps so that a man can stand 
on them with some degree of safety. 
Tall ladders make no broken limbs for 
tree or man. 


Use clippers that cut close and leave 


no stem to gouge the next orange. 
Punctured oranges will spoil. 
You 


cannot afford to leave long stems. 


Use small picking bags. No man 


can carry a barley sack full of oranges 
and not bruise them. The bag should 
not hold over half a box, and the man 
must stoop over when he empties it. 


When you haul your fruit, any old 


trap will not do. Haul on springs and 
rubber tires, aitd If there are any ruts 
in the road fill them up; a good road 
to the packing house is one of the most 
important factors in reducing per cent 
of decay. Chuck holes bring more 
than pi esent disaster. 


When arrived at the packing house 


lift boxes carefully and pile up as care- 
fully 
and orderly, with no possible 


danger of falling' or bruising. 


The brusher must be in good condi- 


tion, brushes soft and clean. I saw in 
a packing house recently brushes re- 
volving at the rate of 105 revolutions 
per minute. 
How the oranges did 


spin. Some fruit I saw fall several 
feet in its journey over the house, 
which means decay. 


Pack tight as you proceed, not loose- 


ly and then pile up to be crushed down. 
Fill the box with fruit, and if it is un- 
bniised, well-handled fruit there will 
be a boxful when it arrives at its desti- 
nation.

The African fly, the scutellista, im- 


ported last year from Southern Africa, 
seems to find California, with au 
abundance of black scale for its sus- 
tenance, an entirely congenial home. 


As stated in Professor Craw's paper 


on "Horticultural (Juarantine," he 
las come to visit the southern coun- 
ies and investigate the present condi- 
ion of insect .pests in the orchards, 
being deeply interested in the results 
of trying to introduce the scutellista 
n our part of the State, where the 
black scale has gained such a foothold. 
John Isaac, Secretary of the State 
rtorticuHural 
Commission, 
writes 


:heeringly (o the California Cultivator 
of July 3, on the subject, and says: 


"Very encouraging reports are being 


received as to the work i f the new 
parasite of the black scale 
scutellista 


cyanea. 
Mr. Craw has been carrying

a little over a year ago, and from these 
three several thousand have already 
been distributed to different parts of 
the State, and these hare multiplied 
until we may consider them as thor- 
oughly established."

The United States Department of 


Agriculture has so far succeeded in 
its experiments for the control of the 
California 
Vine Disease that it is 


thought desirable to place the facts 
before the public at an earlier date 
than would be practicable through 
official channels. 


Experiments with grafting stocks 


have been in progress in the center of 
a badly infected district for over eight 
years. 
These experiments have in- 


cluded the grafting of some four hun- 
dred acres of vines, the 
enterprise 


being conducted by leading viticultur- 
ists of California. The facts learned 
arc in effect as follows: 


(1). 
The Lenoir vine, when grow- 


ing upon its own roots, is practically 
resistant to the named disease, having 
been known to thrive and bear heavily 
for fifteen years in the midst of 
thousands of acres of dead and dying 
vineyards. 


(2) The Lenoir vine as a top graft 


has been known to save tender Mus- 
cat roots for several years after all 
Muscats upon their own roots had 
been killed by the disease throughout 
the surrounding region. 


(3.) 
The'L-enoir as a root. upon 


which to graft varieties of grapes 
very subject to this disease and which 
are fully exposed to its action has 
saved tens of thousands 6f such tender 
tops in a vigorous and normal con- 
dition for nearly or quite five years, or 
to the present date, in the midst of 
dying vineyards, and hundreds of 
acres of younger vines on the same 
root are perfectly thrifty and normal 
under like conditions. 


(4.) 
New varieties of grapes which 


have ict,<.I»<.u Ltciiuli liiood ihiou^ii 
hybridizing have shown great resist- 
ance to the same disease. 


In addition to the above facts it may 


he stated that the writer sees no rea- 
son to doubt the identity of the vine 
disease in the. Santa Clara Valley 
with the California Vine Disease. 
These views are given so thut anv 
advantages that may arise thr,c)t%h.j( 
knowledge of the hardiness 'of the 
Lenoir vine may be realized by the 
growers of that viticultural district. 
The fact that Phylloxera also exists 
in 
many regions should, however, 


always be taken under consideration.

To Clean nnd Polish Shells. 


A young reader of St. Nicholas nsks 


the editor the best way to 
prepare 


shells for a collection. The answer is 
given In the St. Nicholas: 


First, wash clean of mud, etc. An 


old toothbrush will be an efficient aid. 
The soft parts are easily removed af- 
ter soaking a day !n weak alcohol, or 
the specimen may be placed In a small 
kettle or other receptacle suitable for 
the purpose and covered with cold wa- 
ter. 
Bring to a boiling point. Shells 


should not be put Into water already 
boiling, as the auuoxn ciiaiigt.- or leuj- 
perature may crack them, or at least 
Injure their polish and general ap- 
pearance. 


After removing the soft parts by 


the aid of pin, crooked wire, or small 
tweezers, polish with brush or cloth. 
Shells that have a sklnllke covering 
may'' hive a very small quantity of 
vaseline rubbed In to prevent them 
from cracking when dry. 
Rub oft all 


extra vaseline with a piece of flannel.

•that a Jockejr ban to resort to all sorts 
»f Injurious practices In order to keep 
bin weight within required limits. The 
Idea, however, to a far stretched one. 
Of conr«e a Jockey has to go through 
certain exercises each day and haa to 
be very much more careful regarding 
whnt lie puts In his stomach than most 
people In order to keep his weight down 
and from acquiring a superfluity of 
flesb, but he certainly does not starve 
himself, as Is generally supposed. If 
be did no he would break down entirely 
In a very short time. A Jockey must 
also be In the best possible physical 
trim and have his wits about him be- 
fore a race, and to attain that he must 
be careful bow he uses his constitution. 


There are two very Important things 


a Jockey has to consider In studying his 
dietary. He must see to It thai his food 
la of the best quality and that It con- 
tains practically no flesh forming prop- 
erties. All such fattening foods as, for 
instance, soups, beef, pork, potatoes, 
puddings and pantries a Jockey must 
deny himself. 
Coffee, tea or other 


drinks are only taken very moderately, 
aa all liquids help more or less in put- 
ting on flesh. 


"Although a Jockey has to eschew 


such foods, there are many other varle- 
tiea which be gets Just, as much pleas- 
ure In eating and which at the same 
time are equally as good and strength- 
ening for hlsi constitution. A few days 
before n race a Jockey who has a 
mount In It will not stint himself-pro- 
vlded he has no fear of overtlpplng 
his proper weight for the race—in any- 
thing which he thinks will not Inter- 
fere with bis digestive apparatus. 


"Some Jockeys, of course, take on
